Exports to Australia

South Carolina’s export shipments of mer-
chandise to Australia in 2003 totaled $228
million, the 18th largest figure among the 50
states. Exports to Australia accounted for 1.9
percent of the state total in 2003, the 15th
highest share among the states.

Australia was South Carolina’s tenth largest
export market in 2003, ranking behind France
but ahead of Hong Kong.

South Carolina’s exports to Australia increased
by $131 million from 1999 to 2003, the fourth
largest dollar increase nationally; South Caro-
lina trailed only Washington, Kentucky, and
Pennsylvania. The $131 million gain was also
the sixth largest export increase recorded by
the state to any of its major markets.

In percentage terms, South Carolina’s exports
to Australia rose 135 percent from 1999 to
2003—the sixth largest increase among the
states, behind only Nevada, Washington, Wyo-
ming, North Dakota, and Kentucky. The 135
percent export gain to Australia over this pe-
riod was also the tenth largest percentage in-
crease posted by South Carolina to any of its
top markets. Overall, the state’s exports to
Australia during 1999-2003 grew more than
twice as fast as its exports to the world as a
whole.

The state’s top export category to Australia,
by far, is transportation equipment. In 2003,
South Carolina exported $118 million worth

of transportation equipment to Australia, or
more than half of the state’s total exports to
this market (including non-manufactures).
Within the transportation equipment sector,
motor vehicles led in 2003, recording ship-
ments of $104 million.

South Carolina’s other leading exports to Aus-
tralia in 2003 included machinery manufac-
tures ($27 million, of which agricultural and
construction machinery accounted for $10
million) and plastics and rubber products
($23 million, of which rubber products ac-
counted for $16 million).

The transportation equipment category has
driven growth in the state’s exports to Austra-
lia. Shipments of these products increased by
$106 million from 1999 to 2003.
